BLUFFTON'S FOURTH. 


I t is M a r k e d by a Series of ?Acci 
dents.

BiiUTFTON, July 6.—Last Saturday, 


as our citizens were preparing to cele- 
brate the Fourth, a sad accident oc- 
curred to one of 
our number, which 
cast a gloom upon us and marred the 
pleasures of the day. A part of the pro- 
gram was a grand street parade, in 
which the various societies and branches 
of business of the town were represented. 
The fire department also took part in 
the parade and while they were forming 
in line in front of the jail the horses at- 
tached to the hook and ladder truck be- 
came frightened and attempted to run. 
Benjamin Fields, the driver, in his 
efforts to control them, was thrown 
from the truck to the ground. 
In fall- 
ing he took hold of a flag staff, which 
broke in two and he fell upon the sharp 
edge of a piece of it which ^entered his 
abdomen and severed an artery. 
He 
arose and with the remark, "I am done 
for," walked into the sheriff's office 
where he bled to death in afe-w minntes. 
Mr. Fields was well known in Bluffton, 
having lived here nearly all his life. He 
was a member of the Lew Dailey G. A. 
R. post and was buried by them Sun- 
day afternoon, the fire department, city 
officials and numerous 
relatives and 
friends participating in the sad cere- 
monies. Fields was about forty years 
old and was unmarried. 


A boy by the name of Broombaugh, 
aged about twelve years, was kicked 
on the back of the head by one of the 
horses attached to the hook and ladder 
truck and knocked senseless. 
He was 
picked up and carried home, where he 
Boon revived and it is thought he will be 
all right in a short time. 


Timothy Enright, an old and respect- 
ed citizen of Bluffton, died very sudden- 
ly Saturday morning. 
He had been in 
poor health for years, but was around 
attending to business up to Tuesday 
night. The news of his death Satur- 
day morning was a shock 
to 
the 
community, and in connection with the 
accident to Fields, made the day one of 
sorrow instead of pleasure to the citi- 
zens. 


INUIANAPOIILS.

THE expulsion bill has passed the 
French Senate by a handsome majority 
of ten. The princes are putting their 
affairs in shape, preparatory to an im- 
mediate departure from the country. 
Public feeling in France is deeply stir- 
red over the question of expulsion, and 
ministerial crisis appears to be immi- 
nent. The increased boldness and ac- 
tivity of the loyalists in the great 
cities seem to justify the opinion that 
the expulsion will prove a mistaken 
policy, and that its conseq aence will be 
an impairment, rather than a strength- 
ening, of the already trembling founda- 
upon which the republic rests. 
As 
events are shaping themselves, the ex- 
isting constitution of France promises 
to be subjected, in the near future, to 
the severest strain that it has under- 
gone since the attempted MacMahon 
usurpation, thirteen years ago. 
But 
French politics is proverbially uncer- 
tain, and he is a rash man who ven- 
tures to forecast its to-morrow. 
Be- 
fore a twelve-month has elapsed the 
princes who are about to be drummed 
out of the country are as likelv as not 
to return under vastly different circum- 
stances. Revolution is always uu im- 
minent possibility in France. 


THE late Leopold von Ranke, though 
an indefatigable student, was fond of 
going out into society, where his high 
spirits and conversational powers ren- 
dered him welcome. 
It is on record 
that being once invited to lunch with the 
King of the Belgians, he made himself 
so agreeable at the table that the party 
remained seated, listening to his talk, 
till they were told that it was time to 
dress for dinner. 
Von Ranke, who 
carried on his literary work with in- 
flexible regularity, never allowed him- 
self to be interforred with by corre- 
spondence. 
In the course of one of his 
visits to England he expressed himself 
strongly on this head to a friend who 
was in the habit of devoting two hours 
daily to letter writing. 
"Domg that 
amount of composition," he said, "regu- 
larly and carefully every day, you might 
produce two good octavo volumes in 
the year,"

BOLO ANARCHISTS 


Fire Upon the American Flagr 
at Chicago. 


CHINAGO, July 6.—The American flag 
was fired upon yesterday by anarchists 
as it was flying over a procession in the 
northwestern part 'of the city. It was 
being carried by a procession of Nor- 
wegians from the north side. 
They 
were on their way to a picnic given by 
the Norwegian Saengerfest. 
At one 
point where the sidewalks were crowded 
with people, some men in the crowd sud- 
denly drew their revolvers and fired di, 
rectly at the 
flag. 
Six bullets went 
through it. Emil Nelson was hit in the 
neck by a spent ball, which inflicted a 
slight flesh wound. The marching Nor- 
wegians started on double quick, hold- 
ing the stars and stripes proudly aloft. 
Several bullets whizzed past them and 
they were much alarmed fearing another 
riot like Haymarket. 
There were no 
police in sight. The procession made a 
rapid march to the park in Jefferson, 
where the affair was reported to the po- 
lice. 


CREMATED. 


An Old Man Burned in a Big 
I>enver Fire. 


DENVER, July 6.—At 11:15 this morn- 
ing a fire was discovered in the Academy 
of Music and before the fire department 
could got to work, the flames were leap- 
inrough the building in half a dozen 
places and in a few minutes the build- 
ing was one mass of flames. The build- 
ing was a mass of ruins within an hour.

BRITISH ELECTIONS. 


How 
the 
Contest 
Progresses 
Across the Sea. 


LONDON, July 6.—Messrs. Shaw' and 
Stansfeid, 
Gladstonians, 
have been 
elected at Halifax by large majorities. 
Sir Charles Düke, a Gladstonian, was 
defeated at Chelsea by Whitmore, a 
conservative. The vote stood 4,304 to 
4,128. The news of St. Charles' defeat 
caused a sensation here. In many con- 
stituencies where Gladstonian candi- 
dates have been returned the majorities 
were reduced fully 1,000. The Standard 
says: "It is clear that Gladstone has 
no chance whatever of returning to par. 
h'ament with a decisive majority. It is 
equally clear that the unionists have 
such a chance; if they have do not spoil 
it by lukewarmness or internal jeal- 
ousies." The Daily News says: "The 
progress of the elections shows the 
necessity of every liberal exerting him- 
self to his utmost in support of home 
rule." 


Glasgow returned four Gladstonians 
and three unionists, and not four un- 
ionists and three Gladstonians as before 
reported. 


Right Hon. Geo. J. Lyoncher, one of 
Gladstone's bitterest unionist opponents, 
has been defeated in the east division of 
Edinburg, by Wallace, a Gladstonian 
candidate, by a majority of 1,339, in a 
total poll of 5,397. 


A DTJBLIN BIOT. 


DUBLIN, July 6.—The riot at the Con- 
servative Workmen's club house last 
evening was provoked by men in the 
club and they committed nearly all the 
breaches of order. They attacked the 
procession with bottles. Three of the 
injured Catholics were in a dying con- 
dition this morning and twenty others 
are lying helpless in the hospitals, all 
suffering from wounds inflicted by bot- 
tles or bullets. 


ANOTHEB BIOT. 


DUBLIN, July 6.—AJ^iotJfolio wed the 
first announcement of the result of a 
contest between|Lewis and Justin Mc- 
Carthy at London Derry to-day. 
The 
cause of the disturbance was the discov- 
ery, after the election had been declared 
in favor of Lewis, of a ballot box, the 
contents of which had not been counted. 


A recount followed, which gave it to 
Lewis by a majority of only three. The 
police interfered and attacked the loy- 
alists who had assembled in front of the 
hotel where Lewis was staying and 
were making demonstrations in celebra- 
tion of his victory. A large number of 
persons were injured.

Chautauqua 
Summer School and Assembly was oi-gan- 
ized. 
It has met there in July and August 
every year since. 
The organization was 
originally what might be called a Sunday 
School institute. 
Those who established it 
were largely jNIethodists, but other denomi- 
nations are well represented injthe society. 
A corps of iustructor.s were appointed and 
lectures an I instructions given, mostly on 
sacred history.

It became a new organization, 
now r^'gularly chartered as the Chautauqua 
univi-rsit}'.

cles, under directions by letter from head- 
quarters. 
It has done immense good. 
In 
the summer there are meetinscs for those 
who can alU'ud them in the unique ''Hall of 
Philosophy/' which youse^ in tliepictur-. 
It carries the thought back to the classic, 
beautiful days when Socrates and the other 
Greek i)hilosophers taught in the porches 
and in the open air. 


The Circle now has a regular course of in- 
struction, and the students graduate at the 
end of four years. 
Anybody—black, white, 
youni: or old, mala or female—may belong 
to the university, for the educati(m is got at 
home in spare moments. 
Examinations are 
carried on by letter.

A Care for Danseroos Wounds. 


The siQoke of wocden rags is a cure for 
the most dangerous wounds. 
A lady of 
my acquaintance ran a machine needle 
tìirough her finger, ^ e could not be re- 
leased till the machine was taken to 
pieces. The needle had broken into her 
finger in three pieces, one of which was 
bent almost doublé. 
After 
repeated 
trials the pieces were extracted by pin- 
cers, but they were very strongly im- 
bedded. The pain reached to the shoul- 
der, and there was every danger of lock- 
jaw. 
The woolen rags were put over the 
coals and she held her fingers and in a 
a very short time all the pain was gone 
and it never returned, though it was 
some little time before the finger healed. 
This is but one of the many instances of 
such cure, some of them taking place 
after several days from the time of the 
wound. 
Let woolen rags be kept sa- 
credly and always at hand for wounds. 
The smoke and stench will fill the house, 
perhaps, but that is a trifle when the al- 
ternative is lockjaw, or even a long, 
painful sequel to a wound. 
Another in- 
stance was the woimd made by an en- 
raged cat, which tore the flesh from the 
wrist to the elbow, and bit through the 
fleshy part of the hand. 
One ministra- 
tion of the smoke extracted all the pain, 
which had been frightful.—Boston Trans- 
cript. 


The Art of Crystallizing Fruit. 


Several companies within the past few 
years have attempted to crystallize fruit, 
but they have all made failures of it. 
The business is conducted exclusively in 
France, where every person engaged in 
it make a speciality of a single fruit, ihe 
art of crystallizing which was handed 
down to him by his ancestors. One man 
crystallizes cherries, another pears, and 
so on, and he does not understand how 
to prepare any other fruit than the one 
he makes a specialty of. These experts 
have been brought from France to Cali- 
fornia, but they remained in the business 
only a sufficient length of time to catch 
the speculative fever that prevails on the 
Pacilic coast, when they would abandon 
their calling and engage in more lucra- 
tive pursuits. 
Not a single firm in the 
country has made a success of the busi- 
ness.—Cor. Globe-Democrat. 


The Poison of the Scorpion. 


No very complete analysis of the poi- 
son of tlie scorpion have yet been made. 
The best on record are those by Jousset, 
presented to the French acaden»y in 1870. 
He gives no definite statement of the 
chemical constitution of the venom, but 
does state the mode of its action upon 
the blood, by which in severe cases it 
causes death. 
It affects the red cor- 
puscles, paralyzing them so that they 
cohere one to another, thus becoming 
agglutinated imtil they are unable to 
pass through the capillaries, and 
may 
cause fatal obstruction. So far as known, 
there is no chemical antidote which can 
neutralize the poison.—Chicago Herald. 


Soldiers Under the First Napoleon. 
There are at present 740 old soldiers in 
France who have served under the first 
Napoleon, and each of whom receives a 
life annunity of 250 francs. It is stated 
that this venerable battalion loses an- 
nually on an average 185 of its members, 
and it may thus be expected that within 
the next four years the last veteran will 
take his departure from this life.—New 
Orleans Times-Democrat. 


A Convalescent Home for Horses. 


In London steps have been taken to 
procure a convalescent home for horses. 
The object of the home, as set forth at a 
meeting of those interested, is to enable 
the poorer classes—cabmen, tradesmen 
and others—to procure, on 
moderate 
terms, rest and treatment for horses that 
are failing from overwork or accidental 
causes, and which are likely to be bene- 
fited by a few weeks' rest and care.—

Bird-Catchini; In the Faroe IslandSt 
A party of twelve men working in 
combination and rotation will net be- 
tween 3,000 and 4,000 birds a day, valued 
at a penny apiece; and a little later in 
the season you may see these birds hang- 
ing by hundreds at a time in Faroe out- 
houses, there to dry after a fashion for 
consumption. 


The manner in which Faroe fowler 
goes to work is rather interesting. 
He 
has primarily to consider the wind, inas- 
much as this is the chief assistant force 
which he presses into his service. 
If the 
wi^d be favorable he takes his long net, 
moxmted on a stout wooden handle and 
frame, and goes to the particular cleft 
or crevice in the sea rocks which he 
knows to offer a chance of sport. 
Down 
here he carefully clambers, until he finds 
good standing and working room where 
the birds are bustling past him before 
the wind. 
It is then a matter of muscles 
and routine. 
By barring the passage 
with his net he inevitably catches all the 
birds that continue their flight through 
the rift, and his attributes then must be 
mainly those of strength and endurance. 
Of course, not everywhere can a fowler 
attain to his perch by the exclusive use 
of his legs. 
Infinite pluck and nerve are 
both necessary.—Comhill Magazine.

A Cure for Dangerous Wound.. 


The smoke of woolen rags is a cure for 


tbo most dangerous wounds.. A lady of 
luy acquaintance ran a macliiue needle 
through her finger. Sho could not be re- 
leased till tho miichine was taken to 
pieces. Tlio needle had broken into her 
finger in threo pieces, one of which was 
bent almost double. 
After 
repeated 


trials the pieces were extracted by pin- 
cere, but thoy were very strongly im- 
bedded. The pain reached to the shoul- 
der, and there was every danger of lock- 
jaw. The woolen rags were put over the 
coals and shn held her fingers and in a 
a very short time all the pain was gone 
and it never returned, though it was 
some little time before the finger healed. 
This is but one of the many instances of 
suoh cure, some of them taking place 
after several days from the time of the 
wound. Let woolen rags be kept sa- 
credly and always at hand for wounds. 
Tho smoke and stench will fill the house, 
perhaps, but that is a trifle when the al- 
ternative is lockjaw, or even a long, 
painful sequel to a wound. Another in- 
Btanco was tlie wound made by an en- 
raged cat, which tore the flesh from the 
wrist to the elbow.and bit through tho 
fleshy part of the hand. Ono ministra- 
tion of the smoke extracted all the pain, 
which had been frightful,—Boston Trans- 
cript. 


The Art of CryBtalilzlns Fruit. 


Several companies within the past few 


years have attempted to erystallixe.fruit, 
but they have all made failures of it. 
The business is conducted exclusively in 
France, where every person engaged in 
it make a speciality of a single fruit, ihe 
art of crystallizing which was handed 
down to liiin by his ancestors. One man 
crystallizes cherries, another pears, and 
so on, and he does not understand how 
to prepare any other fruit than the one 
he makes a specialty of. These experts 
have been brought from France to Cali- 
fornia, hut they remained in the business 
only a sufficient length of time to catch 
the speculative fever that prevails on the 
Pacific coast, when thoy would abandon 
then- calling and engage in more lucra- 
tive pursuits. Not a single firm in the 
country has made a success of the busi- 
ness.—Cor. Globe Democrat.

The Poison of the Scorpion. 


No very complete analysis of the poi- 


eoa of tlie scorpion liavo yet befin made. 
The best on record are those by Joussefc, 
presented to thy French academy in 1870. 
He gives 110 definito statement of the 
chemical constitution of the venom, but 
does state Lhu mode of its action upon 
the blood, by which in severe cases it 
causes death. It affects the red cor- 
puscles, paralyzing them ao that they 
cohere one to another, thus becoming 
agglutinated until they are unable to 
pass through the capillaries, and may 
cause fatal obstruction. So far us known, 
there is no chemical antidote which can 
neutralize the poison.—Chicago Herald. 


Soldicm Under the First Kunoleon. 
There arc at present 740 old soldiers in 


France who have served under tho first 
Napoleou, and each of whom receives a 
life annunity of 250 francs. It is stated 
that this venerable battalion loses an- 
nually on an average 185 of its members, 
and it nmy tints be expected that within 
the next four years the last veteran will 
take his departure from this life.—-New 
Orleans Times-Democrat.
